Chicago’s Glorious Turf Event. 



Task of Refisteriner Horses and Issuing Licenses to 
Begin at Jefferson Park Next 'Week.

U)R ANGELES. Cal.. November S.— Famous in 
life, tlie race horses of tlie late “Lucky” Baldwin 
are not to be forgotten in death. Their memory 
is to be kept as green as the grass on the Infields 
■whicli tliey circled. 

Out at tlie Santa Anita Ranch Mrs. Anita M. 
Baldwin, daiigliter of tlie noted horseman, who is 
herself a horsewoman, is doing something which is 
unique in the annals of livestock history. Over a 
little mound in a clump of eucalyptus trees in front 
of the stallion padd(K-k.s she is erecting a monument 
to four American Derb.v w'inners. the last one of 
which was buried tliere onl.v a few days ago. 

The Derby winners in question are Volaute, Silver 
Cloud, Emperor of Norfolk and Rey el Santa Anita. 
Once around the track at 'Washington Park in 
Chicago these four tliorouglila'eds won for tlieir 
owner over $50,000 in American Derby prizes alone. 
In their day tliey are said to have captured stakes 
and purses totaling more than $500,000. Rey el 
Santa Anita alone won nearly $00,000. 

Santa Anita Ranch enjoys the unique distinction 
of being the only farm in the world to produce more 
than one .American Derby winner. It turned out 
four in rapid succession, and Miss Ford took second 
place behind C. H. Todd in 1887. The accomplisli 
meats of this speed.v quintet from one establish- 
inent stands une<iualed in the annals of the turf. 

Tlie American Derb.v at Chicago was for seven- 
teen years the greatest turf event in America. '\'o 
lante won it in 1885 on a heavy track in 2;49V« 
taking $9,570 in prize nione.v. Silver Cloud captured 
it the following year in 2:37*4 and brought home 
$8,160 in stakes. 

Emperor of Norfolk carried tiie Baldwin racing 
colors to victory two years later by circling the 
same track in 2:40*4. The prize was $14,,340. This 
horse was the onl.v one that ever finished first in 
the American Derby and followed it up liy taking 
the Sheridan and Drexel Stakes. All three events 
were for three-year-olds. 

BALDWIN’S FOURTH AMERICAN DERBT. 

Hey el Suuta Anita in tlie season of 1894 added 
tlie fourtli American Derby to “Lucky” Baldwin’s 
credit. He won the big race in 2:30 and equated 
Uie tlien Derby record of Boundless, made in the 
AV'orld’s Fair $<>0,000 race, tlie year before. The 
stakes uniounted to $19,7.50. 

Jn addition to wiiiiiiiig tlie American Ih'rb.v, Rey 
cl Santa Anita won the Bniadway Stakes at New 
I'ork in 1905, and won some of the biggest sums 
offered on Americ.iii race tracks. At one time his 
owner is said to have Ish-ii offered $80,000 for a 
half interest in liini. Rey el Santa Anita’s last 
public appearance was in 1915, when at tlie urgent 
r<8iuest of cxiiosition officials he was taken to 
Sun Francisco, where lie won first prize in hi 
class and was judged senior champion and grand 
champion thoroughbred stallion at the Panama - 
I'acifh- International Exiiosition, despite the fact 
that lie was then twenty-four years old. 

Rey el Santa Anita died Jul.v 3 last. Santa Anita 
folks made his grave beside those of his three great 
predecessors, and in his tomb they placed his bridle 
and littlter, his .silver-mounted saddle, his blankets 
his jockey’s riding colors and the many trophies he 
won on race tracks at home and aliroad. 

Over the graves of four of the Ijest horses that 
ever raced in their days iu this country Jlrs. Bald- 
win is rearing a lasting monument iu the form of 
a «‘OUcrete Maltese cross six feet square. The 
Maltese cross was the racing emblem of “Lucky’ 
Baldwin, and it hangs over the doorways of the 
paddocks at Santa Anita Rancli to this da.v. 

This gigantic cross will be finished iu red, with 
lilack crosslines. At the base of the cross the 
names of the four famous American Derb.v winners 
and their records will b*- lettered iqion bronze tab 
lets — a fitting memorial to four great thorough 
Ureds .

NEW ORLEANS, La., November 14.— With the 
arrival of many of the smaller racing stables from 
the north and east both Jefferson Park and the 
Pair Grounds are iK'coming cramped for stall space 
even this early. So closely is the Jefferson Park 
course pressed in this resi)eet that the management 
was forced to issue an order barring yearlings and 
stable ixinies, so that every stall can be utilized 
for horses in training that will be raced at the 
meeting. A few stables liave been split into two 
sections, tlie older horses remaining at Jefferson 
Park and the yearlings at the Fair Grounds. 

The task of registering tlie horses for tlie Jeffer- 
son Park meeting and issuing the trainers’ and 
jockeys’ licenses will begin next week at tlie 
Shrewsbury track. The licenses at Jefferson will 
not hold- for the Fair Grounds meeting, as all ap- 
plications tliere will liave tq be approved by tlie 
license committee, wliich is composed of .judge 
Joseph A. Murpliy, J. B. Campbell and S. C. 
Nuckols, ,lr. 

Even though the weather liero toda.v was un- 
iisuall.r cold for this section, many trainers had their 
charges out bright and early at both Jefferson 
Park and the Pair Grounds. The going at the for- 
mer course was lightning fast, while at tlie latter 
it liad reached a goo«l stage. Included in the vast 
number of liorses out for gallops at the old coarse 
were quite a few two-year-olds, and they at- 
tracted a lot of attention. 

Several more stables arrived from Kentuck.v after 
long delays on the road, and a few are still held 
up somewhere in Mississippi, where a bridge “went 
out” fellowiug the recent heavy rains. From eight 
to fifteen hours were lost bi^eause of having to de- 
tour the express horse cars by way of Hatties- 
burg. Miss. 

0. A. F.IANCKI STABLE ARRIVES. 

Among tl.ose wliic.i get in today was that of O. 
-A. Biaiiclii. He broufelit six horses from Louisville, 
including three .venrlings. One of the youngsters 
is b.v .Jim Gaffney, another by A’ulcain and t'ae 
other Ity Light Brigade. Bianebi reports that lie 
has six mares in Kentucky at D. W. Scott’s farm 
near Lexington in foal to Jim Gaffney. 

Lee Erb brought seven liorses, including a year- 
ling by Zeus — Moousliiue, tliat he has mimed Helen 
Lucas. Others in liis string are Subahdur, Miss 
Parnell. Move On. Golden Dawn, W'arlike and Little 
Boots. Most of these horses xvere sold' at auction 
in Kentucky and were reported to have changed 
hands, but evidently they were bid in for their 
owner. 

Trainer Kim Patterson, who trained the main divi- 
sion of the J. AA'. Mcf’leilaud stable, is here in ad 
vance of nineteen yearlings owned by his employer. 
They are due to arrive some time tomorrow. In 
eluded in the consignment are some highly -bred 
juveniles and Patterson hopes to cut quite a figure 
iu the two-year-old races at the Fair Grounds. 

Parr, R. L. Rogers’ five-year-old son of Troutbeck 
— Parchment, died today at the Fair Grounds of 
sliipping fever, lie is the tliird thorouglibred to die 
of the same ailment liere, Edith L. and Sosius being 
the other two, hut all of them were iu a bad way 
upon their arrival. Top Coat, whicli was ailing 
when he arrived, continues to sliow improvement, 
as does B. B. Johnson, another that came off the 
cars sick. 

C. S. Wilson brought the small stable of il. J 
Rooney from Latonia and it is located at Jeffer- 
son Park. AA’. AA’. Hastings is the best of this es- 
tablishment. 

W. L. Seliaefer brought two liorses from Louis- 
ville, Sauer and 'riirills. He acquired the latter at 
private sale from II. H. Hewitt just before leaving 
Kentucky. 

Jockey Otis AVillis came in from the Blue Grass 
State and he will ride for Ed Trotter at both meet 
ings. In addition to his own horses Trotter will 
have those of AA’. K. Harrington to race here. An- 
other addition to the riding colony was jockey How- 
ard Stearns, who also came from Kentucky. 

FAIR GROUNDS NEARING COMPLETION. 

’flic Fair Grounds luanagement has lieen able 
to obtain tlie services of additional teams ami 
laljorers within tlie past few da.vs and the work 
oil the plant, which will he practically a new one, 
is being rapidl.v ruslied to completion. But for : 
sliortage of labor and teams during the summer th- 
work would have been finislied long ago. 

Track sii]H*rintendeiit Placide Frigerio was ad- 
vised hy wire that a race horse special train will 
leave Baltimore in a day or so with New Orleans 
as its destination. Some of the larger racing cs- 
tablisliments wliicli iiave been participating in the 
slKirt at Pimlico. I,suirel and Havre do Grace will 
send their horses on tliis train. 

Jockey Mac Gamer was among tlie recent arrivals 
and he will ride as a free lance at both meetings 
here. Jockey B. Koppleman came from Reno, Nev. 
where lie rode at tlie recent meeting there. 

Emdcii and Old Broom comprise the stable of J 
t'offey, wliich got in from IxHiisville yesterda.v 
AA’. II. Frey also brought two liorses from tlie same 
place and '1'. P. AA’illiams one. 'I'lie latter lias 
I’oluiiibta Teiiii, wliicli is owned b.V K. P. Dodson 
AA'. I'. UiH-d arrivisl from lamisville and Iw has two 
liorses eii route from New A'ork. 

After a journey of four days from I,oiiisville, tlie 
horses of J. J. Troxler and T. Buell finally got

Racing officials of this country might with ad- 
aiitage copy the English method of managing some 
matters of detail. For instance, there is no dilly- 
dallying with racing dates there. They are decided 
iiixm and published practically a year in advance, 
so everyone concerned knows wlien all tlie meetings 
— big or little — are to be lield and what to do 
aecordingl.v. Tims it comes about that dates for 
all the flat racing meetings of 1920 in England have 
long been arrangeil and made public. 

The flat racing season, as is customary, begins 
at Lincoln, opening Monday, Marcli 22, and cover- 
ing tile first throe days of tlie week, tiie Liiicolii- 
sliire Handicap being the big race of the meeting 
and the first really important event of 1920 rac- 
ing. The remaining tliree days of the week are 
devoted to the Liverixiol spring meeting, with the 
Liverpool Grand National Steeplechase as its main 
attraction. Dates for the subsequent most im- 
portant meetings of the year and their duration 
are as follows:

CANADIAN RACING SITUATION 



Parliament 'Will Deal with Important Legislation 
Early — ^Lawyer Raney Sworn In. 



TORONTO, Out., Novenib»*r 14. — .According to 
word from Ottawa imiiortaiit legislation dealing 
witli tlie problem of race track lietting will be in- 
troduced at the regular si>ssion of iKirliumeni 
which the government has promised the members 
will open early in the new year. The legislation 
will be based uiioii recommendations to be made 
by Dr. J. G. Rutherford, the commissioner ap- 
pointed hy the government in August to thoroughly 
probe the whole matter, including such questions 
as the character and metliods of operations of race 
meetings, the general effect of race meetings and 
tlie lietting upon -the community, and the effect 
of racing iiiKui tlie production of improved breeds 
of horses and tliorouglibred stock. Dr. Rutlierford 
has lield sittings for tlie taking of evidence in all 
parts of ('nniida. excepting the maritime provinces, 
Askt-d when lie wiaild make liis report. Dr. Ruther- 
ford said it would hi* necessarj' for him to liold a 
few moi-e sittings iu tlie east, but his reiKirt would 
I)e ready for parliiiment before it meets. 

AA'. E. Raney, K. C., of Toronto, who has led 
tlie fight of tlie alleged moral reformers in Canada 
against race tracks and race track lietting for the 
past fiftwm years, was sworn iu today as attorney- 
goiicral of Ontario in the qew United Farmejs 
govcriinieiit. By tlie strange irony of fate Jlr 
Raney was sworn in iiy the lieutenant-governor. 
Sir John Heudrie, whom Mr. Raney has attacked 
l>ersoiiall.v for years because of the latter’s connec- 
tion with Canadian race tracks.

The final races of the afternoon went to Queen of 
the Sea and Handfull, the former winning the sixth 
in easj- fashion, while Handfull put up a fine iier- 
formance to beat Lucius in the seventh. Queen of 
the Sea was favorite in her race and Rowan kept 
her under lesierre during the early running. Slie 
moveil up fast rounding the far turn and ex- 
iierienced no trouble in passing Poultpey, ,drawl^ 
away into a safe lead at the end. In the final 
race Handfull led all the way. and thougii hard 
pressed in tlie stretcli managed to withstand Uie 
best efforts of tlie heavily backed Lucius. 

Judge Josepii A. Murphy, who is one of the 
officials in the stand here and who just arrived from 
New Orleans, reports tliat the prospects for. a suc- 
cessful racing season at the Crescent City were 
never brighter and already there are over (KH) horses 
quartered at the Fair Grounds and at Jefferson Park 
tracks.

Tlie fields iu a majority of the races were greatly 
reduced b.v scratches, owing to tlie lack of trans- 
portation facilities for the horses fronr Pimlico to 
Bowie, but a large delegation arrived today and 
large fields should be the rule in the future. 

RACING LEGISLATION FOR MARYLAND 



New BO for 110 Days’ Sport and $10,000 Daily 
Tax in Sight. 



B.ALTIMORE, Md., November 14. — There is to be 
a sharp struggle over racing in the Maryland legis- 
lature, wliich meets next January. 'Phe “spoil 
sport” element has been busy since the last Mary- 
land nieiiig law was enacted and intends to make 
a sharp effort to overturn it and kill racing in the 
state. There have been some quarrels among Mary- 
land racing folks, and the "spoil sports” haVe a 
good cliaiice to use the warring elements and poli- 
ticians to aid them, ’t'he temper of the legislature 
is not yet to be guuged with «s*rtainty. It is con- 
sidered to be reasonably receptive to liberal in- 
fluences. It is also certain, however, tliat new 
regulation fur racing will come by legislation, and 
a powerful coterie of influential members are said 
to be behind a new measure in line with newl.r 
eiecteil l>em«M-ratic Governor Richie’s ideas. This 
new measure is likely to be well considered, delwteil 
and passeil. 

The bill provides for 110 racing days yearl.v in 
th,‘ .-itate wiilli pari-uiutiiel s|>et-iiiati«Mi with a 
daily tax of $10,0(t0. 

This will yield, the State of Maryland $1,160,000 
yearly toward meeting its rapidly increasing ex- 
penditures and is expected jo be favorably rt;- 
ceivei).

All RECORDS BROKEN IN THE MATTER OF MONEY DIS- 
TRIBUTION TO THE HORSEMEN— COMMANDER 
J. K. L. ROSS THE LEADER OF THE 
MONEY- WINNING TURFMEN 

A few days before the opening of the Timliro meeting the Maryland Jockey Club announced tlmt the 
minimum purse value during the fitll rjiciiig at Maryland’s oldest and most popular race course would be 
$l.ri00 instead of the Jl.OtlU announced earlier in the fall. 'I'hc n-snlt of this increase was that more 
money was di.stributed among the horsemen during the recent meeting tiinn at any preceding one in the 
history of the course. The total distrihiitioii amounted to yi«7,ril3, a dally -arerage' of $15,228. This lib- 
eral policy had it.s reward in the partleipalion in the racing of the majority of the moat fashionable and 
pretentious racing establishments of the country. With but few esceptions the star racers of the year 
were seen in action at one time or another and the fields in a number of the stakes and handicaps were 
sneh as are only seen at .Saratoga. Large crowds visited rimlieo dally, even during the disagreeable 
weather that prevaileil part of the time. Siieculaticn was of large volume and, altogether, tlie racing 
was of the grade expected when so many liigh-class liorses participated. 

The Maryland Jo<‘key Club offered a number of partietilarly attractive stake features, richly endowed, ' 
ranging in value from $10,000 adde<l down to $.3,000 added. Tlie nominations to these events were large 
in number and included the real racing stars of the jear. The Bowie Handicap and the Manly Memorial 
Steeplechase were the two $10,000 added features. Iloyce Rools was the winner, of the first-mentioned 
and Duettiste captured the Manly, wimt might be properly calltKl the ‘‘blue rlbbatad” of the races througii 
the field in this country. The three Serial Weight-for-Age nices fell to the stable of Commander J. K. L. 
Ross, Billy Kelly winning the first and Sir Barton the other two. The latter feat brought $1,000 addi- 
tional to the stable’s coffers, the Maryland Jockey Club offering that additiotthl amount to the horse 
winning any two of the tliree races.

TWO CELEBRATED AMERICAN HORSES 

Greatness of Luke Blackbnm and Hindoo in Kaeinc 
and Afterward in Stud Service. 

Luke Blackbnm and Hindoo were two of tiie 
greatest race horses that ever trod on an American 
track, Luke being the senior by a year. In indi- 
vidual characteristics they differed about as much 
as two horses could do. Luke Blackburn was all 
fire and animation. Racing to him was all that 
play in the open is to a hardy growing boy. He 
manifestly loved it and regnrdcMl it in his horse 
mind as about the only thing fit for a horse to do. 
Right out to the front was his w.iy and “catch me 
if you can” his motto. On the other hand, Hindoo 
was a big, sedate, laxy horse which was content 
to go along and only do wliat his rider called on 
him to do. But when called on. the other horses 
contending with him s|>eedil.v found out that what 
he did was more tlian a sufficiency. Both were 
of the kind of horses which win Epsom Derbys, sn- 
lierb in si>eed. magnificent in 'do or die gameness 
and entirely up to traversing an.v route victoriously. 
Luke Blackbnm was not a great two-year-old. He 
was l)eaten eleven times l)efore scoring. Then he 
won his last two races of his year, taking the 
Breeie Purse over the old Prospect Park track, 
afterward tJravesend, and the Ocean intakes at 
Brighton Beach. Far different was his three-year- 
old <*are<>r in ISSO. Then he started In twenty-four 
races and won twent.v-two of them. His first start 
was in the Phoenix Hotel Stakes at Lexington, in 
wliicli he was fairly and squarely beaten by Fonso 
and Kinked, probably not teeing ci;'Jte on edge. But 
Fonso was a good rate horse and soon afterward 
won the Kentuck.v Derby. The only time Luke 
Blackburn was beaten again that year was when 
he fell down in a rate at Gravesend, which was 
then won by Duke of Montrose. Otherwise his 
carec'r was a marvel of racing. He treated ’em 
all alike. Nothing of his own age could hold a 
candle to him and he made hacks of the older horses 
of his time, gave weight to excellent handicap 
horses by the scale and. in fact, ran away from 
them. I>eg infirmities Iccset him the next year and 
he was retired to llie stud. He sired many good 
racers, of which Proctor Knott was probably best. 
But his line has not endured. His iiedigree was;

Unlike l.aike Blackburn Hindoo was a high-class 
two-year-old and should not have been beaten. He 
began his turf career by winning the Colt and Filly 
Stakes at I.s>x!ngton. Then in succession won the 
Alexander Stakes and Tennes.see Stakes at Churchill 
Downs, the Juvenile Stakes and Jockey Club Stakes 
at St. Louis Fair Grounds and the Criterion Stakes 
and Tremont Hotel Stakes over the west side 
track at Chicago. Tliese -seven victories in a row 
gave him a great reputation, and he was sold to 
Dw.ver Bros, for .$15,000, a great sum for those 
days, but continued to race in the name of D. 
Swigert until retired for the year. He was taken 
<‘ast, and at Saratoga ran third to Crickmore and 
Bonnie Lizzie in the Windsor Hotel Stakes and 
second to the magnificent filly Tliora in the Day 
Boat Line Stakes. It was current and no doubt 
well founded rumor at the tim<* that his training 
had been relaxed sulisetiuent to his sale and that he 
was not in fit condition to do himself justice 
at Saratoga. However, the horses which beat him 
there were real crackerjacks. The next year, when 
II three-year-old, Hindoo started in twenty races, 
of which he won eighteen, was second in one and 
third in one. Oddly enough, his two defeats, as 
ill the previous year, came in his two last races, 
and for a further partial coincidence Crickmore 
won them both. Hindoo was a great four-year- 
old. Checkmate beat him in his first start at that 
age in the Dixiana stakes at Louisville, then he 
turned right about and defeated Checkmate de- 
cisivel.v in three stake races — the Louisville Cup at 
two miles and a quarter. Merchants’ Stakes at a 
mile and an eighth and the Turf Stakes at a mile 
and a quarter. His last race at that age was for 
the two miles and a quarter Coney Island Cup at 
Sheejishead Bay, in which he vanquisbeil two such 
celebrities as Eole and Parole. In all this noble 
animal ran in thirt.v-five rac-es, of which he won 
thirty, was second in three and third in two. With 
careful and considerate management his record 
would have been unsullied by defeat. In the stud 
Hindoo was us great as in racing and sired a host 
of winners, among wiiich HaiMiver ranked first as 
a remarkable racer himself and a sire of world- 
wide fame. Here is Hindoo’s pedigree:

While lacking tliat burst of s|K*ed wliicli alwiiys, 
exi“‘|it in tlie case of the n“al plodder, characterizes 
the higli-elass racer at the finish of a contest, no 
gamer or more generous horse ever rau than Mus- 
tapha. by Ob.‘'roii — Cliatty. Tlie gallant old chestnut 
gelding, having lioiielessly broken down, was de- 
stroyed t!ie other da.v, and during his long career 
won twenty-seven rares, two of tliem tins season, 
when thirteen years old. for liis owner. Victor 
’Labor. For Lord Carnarvon Mustaplia ran second 
for the Cambridgeshire three years in succession, to 
Chrislrnas Daisy in 1909 and the following season, 
luid to lanig Set in 1911. licing asked to give the 
last-a.mied son of Raltelais no less than twenty- 
two pounds. At tlie December sales tliat year Mr. 
Tabor bought Mustaplia on behalf of Mr. tiant for 
$12,000, and for him tlie horse ran close up fourth 
ia the Cambridgcsliin' of 1912. won by Adam Bede, 
this being his last appearanre in the contest. A 
much more famou.s horse. Bendigo, did greater feats 
than Mustapha in the Great Houghton Handicap, 
winning it in 1883, as a three-year-old; being second 
to Florenre tin* next year, chiefly liecaiise his rider, 
Jim Snowden, was tip.sy. otherwise the former could 
never have given liiiii tliirteen |Hiunds and a liead 
iM-ating; and again sei-ouil, lieuteii easily, in 18H.5, 
when trying to give ten iMiiinds to I’laisiinterie. 
Bendigo did not run fiir tlie race in 188ti. but ia 
1887, the last time the rare took plare over the old

James Woodland, famous in liis da.v as a light- 
v.-eiglit joi-key and tlie rider of one thoiisaud win- 
ners, died of eaiieer in a Isindon liospital OcIoIkt 
27, age<l . fifty - nine years. In 1889 he rode Mintlie, 
winner of tlie line Tliousand Guineas, L’.Miliesse <ie 
Jouarre of the Oaks, Dog Bose of the Stewards’ 
Cup, and Philomel of the Liveriiool Cuii. Woodland 
was always small uud not up to “classic’* riding 
lit consequence.

The natives of the north 
ciKist ami hay islands are good laborers as well as 
exisdledt fisheiinen. The best harbor convenient 
to the fishing grounds is 0:1 the buy islands of 
Bonacca. 100 miles northeast of Ceiha. It Is well 
protected, and has a sufficient depth of water 
for large ve.ssels.

A recent effort was made to elean up the luig“ 
bauds of Jaek rabbits infesting the section north 
of 1’rosst‘r on the Yakima River, AA’ashington. A 
drive was crganizwl. but hunters did not turn out 
in sufficient niimlHTs to make a solid drive and 
while tiiousands of the big jacks were stirred up. 
the vast majority snreeeded in escaping through 
the tliin line of beaters. It is proposed to stage 
another drive soon with GCK) to SOO lieaters in line. 
If left undisturbed the jack rabbits increase to a 
degree which serimisl,v threatens tlie erops. In pn>- 
vioiis drives as many as 5,0(81 rabbits have bt'cii 
slaughtered in a day. 
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A NEVER-TO*BC-rORGOTTEN BEA9 HUNT 

Noted BnssUn Nevoliot, Xioo' Yolstoy, SeUtoi ai> 
Cxporieaoe with Almost Tragic CoasegooBcos, 

The adrentnre here narrated appeared in a recent 
addition of Outdoor (Jfe and ia one that happened 
to Leo Tolstoy, the great Bnasian noTelist, in 
1858 and written about 1872. More than twenty 
years later Tolstoy gare np hunting on humani- 
tarian grounds. 

We were out on a bear bunting expedition. My 
comrade had shot at a bear, but only gave liim a 
flesh wound. There were traces of blood on the 
snow, but the bear had got away. 

We all collected in a group in the forest to 
decide whether we ongbt to go after the bear at 
once or wait two or three days till he should settle 
down again. We ashed the peasant bear drivers 
whether it would be possible to get around the 
bear that day; 

“No. It’s impossible,” said an old bear driver. 
“You must let the bear quiet down. In five days* 
time it will be possible to surround him; but if 
you followed him now you would only frighten 
1dm away and he would not settle down.” 

Itut a young bear driver began disputing with the 
old man, saying tliat it was quite possible to get 
round the bear now. 

“On such snow as this,” said he, “be won’t go 
far, fur he is a fat bear. He will settle down 
liefon' evening; or, if not, I can overtake him on 
snowahoes.” 

The comrade I; was with whs against following 
up the bear, and advised waiting. But I said: 

“We need not argue. You do as you like, but 
I will fedlow up tlie track with Damian. If we 
get round the bear, all right. If not, we. lose 
uotUiQg. It is still early, and there is nothing 
else for us to do today,” 
i$o it was arranged. 

The others went back to the sledges and returned 
to the village. Damian and 1 took some bread 
and rem.nined behind in the forest. 

When tliey had all left us Damian and I examined 
our guns, and after tucking the skirts of our worm 
ccMits into oiir belts we started off, following the 
bear’s tracks. 

The weather was fine, frosty and calm; but it 
was hard work snowshoeing. Tiie snow was deep 
and soft; it had not caked together at all in the 
forest, and fresh snow bad fallen the day before, 
so that our snowslioes sank six inches deep in the 
suow, and sometimes more.

The bear’s tracks were visible from a distance, 
and we could see how he bad been going; some- 
times sinking in up to his belly and plowing up 
the snow as be went. At first, while under large 
trees, we kept in sight of his tracks, but when it 
turned into a thicket of small firs Damian stopped. 

“We must leave the trail now,” said he. “He 
has probably settled somewhere here. You can see 
b.v the suow that he has been squatting down. Let 
us leave the track and go round; but W'e must 
go quietly. Don’t shout or cough, or we shall 
frighten him away.” 

Leaving the track, therefore, we turned off to 
the left. But when we had gone about five hun- 
dred yards there were the bear's tracks again right 
before us. i^e followed Ihem*" and they brought 
us out on to the road. ' There we sttniped, examining 
tlie road to see which way the bear had gone. Here 
and there iu the snow were prints of the bear’s 
paiw, claws' and ‘a'l'l, 'and ‘here and' there" the marks 
of a peasa‘nt*^s"ba>k shoes; ■ Tlie' bear' had evi- 
dently gone toward the village. 

As -we- followed the road Damian s.sid: 

“It’s no use watching the road now. W'e shall 
see wliere he has tuniM off, to righl or left, by 
the marks in the soft snow at the side. He must 
have turned off somewhere, for he won’t have gone 
on to the village.” 

W’e went along the road for nearly a mile, and 
then saw*, ahead of us, the bear’s track turning 
off the road. W'e examined it. How strange! It 
was a bear’s track right enough, only not going 
from the roiid into the forest, but from the forest 
on to the rottd! The toes were pointing toward the 
road. 

“Tliis inust l»e another bear,” I said. 

Damian looked at it and considered a while. 
“No,” said he. “It’s the same one. He’s lieen 
idaying tricks and walked backward when he left 
the road.” 

We followed the track and found it really was 
so! The bear hud gone some ten steps backward 
and then, Itohind a fir tree, had turned round and 
gone straight ahead. Damian stopped and said: 
“Now, we are sure to get round him. There Is 
a marsh ahead of us, and he must have settled 
down there. Lot ns go round it.’’ 

W'e began to make our way round through a fir 
tliieket.

I was getting 
tired and was drenclied with iierspirution, and I 
took off my fur cloak. And there was Damian all 
the time, gliding along us if iu a bout, his suow- 
shiH's moving as if of their own accord, never 
catching against anything, no slipping off. He 
even took my fur and slung it over bis shoulders, 
and still kept urging me on. 

W’e went on for two more miles and came out 
on the other side of the marsh. I was lagging 
behind. My snowshoes kept slipping off and my 
feet stumbled. Suddenly Damian, who was ahead of 
me, stopiKMl a.u'I waveil his arm. W’lieu I came 
Up to him he beat down, pointing w'itb his hand, 
iiud whisjiered; 

MAGPIE SCENTS THE BEAR FROM AFAR. 

“Do you see the magpie chattering above that 
imUergrowth ? It sct*nts the bear from afar. That 
is where ho must l)c.’’ 

W'e turned off and went on for more than another 
half mile, and presentl.v we came on to the old 
track again. W'e had, therefore, been right round 
the bear, which was now within the track we had 
left. We stopped, and I took off my cap and 
loosened all my clothes. 1 was as hot as in a steam 
liaih, and as wet as a drowned rat. Damian, too, 
was flushed apd wiped his face with his sleeve. 

“W'clL sir,” iie said, “we have done our job 
and now we must have a rest.” 

TUn- evening glow already showed red through 
the forest. W'e took off our snowslioes and sat 
down ou them, and got some bread and salt out of 
our bugs. Pji>t I utp some snow, and then some 
bread, and the bread tasted so good that I thought I 
luid ne^er in my life had any uke it before. W’e 
sat there resting until' It begun to grow dusk, 
and then 1 asked Damian if it was fur to the vil-' 
lage. ' 

“Yes.” he- stid. “It iniiHt lie atiout eight miles. 
We will go on tlien< tonight, but now we must rest. 
I’ut on .vour fur coat, sir, or you’ll • be cati'hiug 
i-old.” 

Uamiau flattened down the snow, and breaking 
off some fir brunches made n b<-d of them. WTe^ 
lay down side by side, resting our heads on our 
arms. I do not remcmbtir how I fell asleep. Two 



hours later I woke up, hearing something crack. 

I had slept so soundly that I did not know where 
I was. .1 looked around me. How wonderful! I 
was in tome sort of a hall, all glittering and white 
with gleaming pillars, and when- I looked up 1 
saw, through delicate white tracery, a vault, taten 
black and studded with colored lights. After a good 
look 1 remembered that we were in the forest, 
and tliat what 1 took for a hall and pillars were. 
tre<m covered with snow and hoarfrost, and the 
colored lights were stars twinkling between the 
branches. 

Hoarfrost had settled in the night, all the twigs 
Were thick with it, Damian was covered with ft, 
it was on my fur coat, and It dropped dovra from 
the trees. I woke Damian and we put on our 
snowshoes and started. It was quiet in the forest. 
No sound was heard but that of our snowslioes 
pushing through the snow, except when' now an4 
then a tree, cracked by the frost, made the forest 
resound.

Our snowslioes clattered as they slid be- 
hind us from side to side of the hard trodden road. 
The snow creaked under our boots, and the cold 
hoarfrost settled on our faces like down. Seen 
tlirough the branclie's, the stars seemed to be running 
to meet us, now twinkling, now vanishing, as if 
the whole sky were on the move. 

I found my comrade sleeping, but woke him up, 
and related how we had got round the bear. After 
telling our peasant host to. collect beaters for the 
mmniing we had supper and lay down to sleep. 

I was so tired that 1 could have slept on till 
midday, if my comrade liad not roused me, 1 
jumped up and saw that he was already dressed and 
busy doing something to his gun.

Peering through the smoke 
I saw my Iicar seinni>ering back into the circle and 
disapi>earing among the trees. 

“Well.” tbo-aght I, “mj- chance is lost.” Ho 
won’t coinc back to rac. Either my comrade will 
shout him nr he will escape through the line of 
beaters. In any case he won't give me another 
chance.” 

I reloaded by gun, however, and again stood 
listening. The peasants were shouting all round, but 
to the right, cot far from where niy comrade 
stood. I Ue.-ird a woman screaming in a frenzied 
voice: 

“Here lie is! Hets- be is! Come here, i-ouie liere! 
Ob! Oh: Ay: .^y!” 

Kvident l.v .she tsiiibl s»*e the lie.ar. 1 bad given 
up cxpei-tiiig liiiii tiiul was hsikiiig to the right at 
my comradi-. .\ll at once I saw Damiau with a 
stick in bis hand ami witlioiit his snowshoes run- 
ning along a footpatli toward my friend. He 
crouched down beside him, pointing hla stick as if 



aiming at nonielhing. ahd then 1 saw my friend 
raise his gun and aim in the same direction. 
Crqek! He fired. 

There^ thought 1. ne hn* killed him. 

But I saw that pi.v ccinrmle did not nin toward 
the bear. Evidently »•- .•m- • -ud Mm. or lb» shot 
bad not taken full e/rx . 

“The bear wi’l pet a.Miv “ i tlicngtn. ‘lie will 
go Imck. bnt lie won't come a second ome toward 
wee^But what is that?” 

“CAME BLUNDERING STRAIGHT AT ME.” 

. l^metliing >v:i- .xiulrig toward me like a whirl- 
wind. stior-iiia as it ennie. and I saw the suow 
flsriog up i|uite near me. I glanced straight be- 
fore me, and there was the bear, rushing along 
the path through the thicket right at me, evi- 
dently beside himself with fear. He was hardly 
a half dozen paces off, and I could see the whole 
of him — ‘his black chest and enormous head with a 
reddish patch. There he wos, blundering straight 
at me and scattering tlie snow about as he came. 
I could see by his eyes that he did not see me, but. 
mad with fear, was rushing blindly along, and his 
path Ie<l him straight at the tree under which I 
was standing. I raised by gun and fired. He was 
almost upon me now and I saw that I bad 
missed. My bullet had gone past him and he did 
not even hear me fire, but still came headlong 
toward me. I lowered my gun and fired again, 
almost touching bis he.ud. Crack! 1 had hit but 
■not -kHled him!

A sea turtle ef the loggcriieud species, said to be 
the largest brought to that port in fifty years, was 
landed at Portland. Me., September 20, from the 
fishing schooner Fannie Belle. The turtle weigiu-d 
more than 1,800 pounds, measured nearly seven feet 
iu length and was about four feet across the back.
